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PREFACE. 
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To  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  regulation 
and  control  caused  by  the  progress  of  urban  centres 
of  population  Parliament  is  asked  from  time  to 
time,  by  means  of  Private  Bills  promoted  by  Muni- 
cipal Corporations  and  Urban  District  Councils,  to 
confer  upon  such  bodies  larger  powers  for  the 
government  of  their  boroughs  and  urban  districts. 
For  the  purpose  of  considering  Bills  of  this  character 
the  House  of  Commons  appoints  each  Session  a 
special  committee  known  as  "  The  Police  and 
Sanitary  Committee,"  in  the  membership  of  which 
continuity  is  to  a  large  extent  preserved,  so  that 
generally  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  and  some 
of  his  colleagues  have  had  large  experience  of  this 
special  branch  of  legislative  work. 

In  the  Session  of  1904  this  Committee  sat  on 
sixty-five  days,  and  had  before  them  twenty-two 
Bills,  of  which  eleven  were  promoted  by  Urban 
District  Councils  (all  the  eleven  being  ultimately 
passed  into  Acts),  and  in  this  book  I  have  collected 
and  arranged  under  convenient  headings  such  of 
the  provisions  of  these  eleven  Acts  as  relate  to  the 
regulation  of  matters  usually  classed  as  "  police 
and  sanitary,"  omitting  all  sections  that  deal  with 
matters  such  as  street  works,  tramways,  gas, 
water  and  electricity  undertakings,  finance,  and 
the  acquisition  of  and  dealing  with  lands.  It  has 
seemed  desirable  not  to  include  within  the  same 
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volume  the  provisions  of  Acts  obtained  by  Muni- 
cipal Corporations  and  the  London  County  Council 
having  regard  to  the  difference  in  the  constitution 
of  these  bodies  and  in  the  general  law  applicable 
to  them. 

The  idea  of  the  book  was  partly  suggested  by  a 
paragraph  in  the  special  report  on  the  Session  s 
work  made  by  the  Police  and  Sanitary  Committee 
on  the  5th  August,  1904.  The  Committee  there 
stated  that  they  had  sought  to  standardise  all 
clauses  which  dealt  with  powers  relating  to  police  or 
sanitary  regulations  ;  and  that  they  had  no  reason 
to  doubt  that  the  Bills  ,  of  next  Session  would  be 
prepared  with  due  regard  to  the  precedents  of  that 
Session. 

I  hope  the  present  classification  of  precedents 
may  serve  both  as  a  convenient  guide  for  the  use  of 
TJse  enc-ased  in  the  practical  work  of  legislatior, 
and  as  a  "record  (possibly  having  some  general 
interest)  of  the  lines  on  which  local  legislation  is 
proceeding  in  various  directions. 

The  headings  under  which  the  several  precedents 
are  arranged  differ  in  many  cases,  though  not  in 
a  f  f  om  Ae  marginal  notes  against  the  sections 
fn  the  Acts  themlelves.    I  have,  however,  put  in 
the  earfy  part  of  the  book  a  Table  o  Acts  which 
shows  the  wording  of  the  marginal  notes  of  all  the 
ecdons  containe^d  in  the  eleven  Acts  and  a  so 
shows  by  reference  to  the  numbers  of  the  piece 
deMs  which  of  the  sections  are  dealt  with  in  the 
book  and  which  are  not.    At  the  end  of  each  prece- 
den   the  name  of  the  Act  in  which  it  is  contained 
fs  ind  ated  by  the  name  of  the  town  to  which  the 
Ac  "e s,  and  the  number  of  the  section  is  also

I  fear  that  in  the  course  of  the  laborious  work 
of  checking  one  section  against  another  some 
errors  may  have  crept  in,  and  if  my  readers  are 
led  astray  by  any  inaccuracies  in  the  precedents  I 
can  only  ask  their  indulgence  on  account  of  the 
extent  of  detail  involved  in  the  preparation  of  a 
book  of  this  kind  and  the  necessity  of  completing 
the  work  in  a  very  limited  tniie  in  order  to  make  it 
available  for  use  in  the  Session  of  1905. 

In  conclusion  I  must  add  a  word  of  regret  at  the 
death,  which  has  unhappily  occurred  since  the  close 
of  last  Session,  of  the  very  capable  and  experienced 
chairman  of  the  Police  and  Sanitary  Committee, 
Mr.  Heywood  Johnstone.  This  book  comprises  a 
part  only  of  the  fruits  of  his  careful  and  patient 
work  on  the  Private  Bills  of  a  single  Session.  I 
am  sure  that  his  loss  will  be  deeply  felt  by  all 
those  who  practised  before  his  Committee  and 
were  thus  able  to  appreciate  the  great  ability  and 
unfailing  courtesy  with  which  he  presided  over  the 
proceedings.

ApproYal  of  plans  to  be  Yoid  after  certain  intervals.

such  periods  at  such  rents  and  subject  to  such  conditions 
as  to  the  charges  to  be  made  for  the  use  thereof  and

Power  to  take  over  control  of  main  roads  by  agreement 
and  provisions  as  to  depositing  of  duplicates  of  plans 
of  works  affecting  main  roads.

Shall  for  all  the  purposes  of  this  Act  and  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  and  of  any  byelaw  made  thereunder  respec- 
tively be  deemed  to  be  the  erection  of  a  new  building.—

plan  of  such  elevation  is  submitted  to  them  neglect  to 
notify  their  determination  in  writing  with  reference 
thereto  they  shall  be  deemed  to  have  approved  thereof.

Nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  be  deemed  to 
mterfere  with  the  operation  of  sections  14  and  15  of  the 
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Factory  and  Workshop  Act  igoi  or  of  any  Act  amending 
same. 

Any  person  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five 
pounds  and  to  a  daily  penalty  not  exceeding  forty  shillings.

this  Act  be  withheld  so  as  to  involve  a  material  sacrifice 
of  property  In  determining  the  height  of  any  building 
the  measurement  shall  be  taken  from  the  level  of  the 
centre  of  the  street  immediately  opposite  the  centre  of  the 
front  of  the  building  up  to  the  top  of  the  parapet  or  to 
the  eaves  of  the  roof  as  the  case  may  be  In  case  of  a 
gable  facing  the  street  the  measurement  shall  be  to  a 
point  half  way  between  the  level  of  the  eaves  and  the 
ridge  In  case  of  a  roof  which  slopes  away  from  the 
street  at  any  greater  angle  to  the  horizon  than  fifty  degrees 
the  measurement  shall  be  to  the  ridge  of  the  roof  and  not 
to  the  eaves. 

Provided  that  where  any  ne\w  building  shall  front  to 
two  or  more  streets  the  height  of  such  new  building  shall 
be  determined  according  to  the  width  of  the  widest  of 
such  streets.^ — Acton  59  ;  Selby  77.

and  execute  the  works  and  may  recover  the  expenses 
incurred  by  them  in  so  doing  from  the  person  in  default 
in  a  summary  manner.

officer  or  such  person  has  reason  to  suspect  that  any  cow 
in  the  dairy  is  suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  he 
may  require  the  cow  to  be  milked  in  his  presence  and 
may  take  samples  of  the  milk  and  the  milk  from  any 
particular  teat  shall  if  he  so  requires  be  kept  separate 
and  separate  samples  thereof  be  furnished. 

(b)  If  the  medical  officer  is  of  opinion  that  tuberculosis 
is  caused  or  is  likely  to  be  caused  to  persons  residing  in 
the  district  from  consumption  of  the  milk  supplied  from  a 
dairy  situate  within  the  district  or  from  any  cow  kept 
therein  he  shall  report  thereon  to  the  council  and  his 
report  shall  be  accompanied  by  any  report  furnished  to 
him  by  the  veterinary  surgeon  and  the  council  may  there- 
upon serve  on  the  dairyman  notice  to  appear  before  them 
within  such  time  not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  as  may 
be  specified  in  the  notice  to  show  cause  why  an  order 
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should  not  be  made  requiring  him  not  to  supply  any  milk 
from  such  dairy  within  the  district  until  the  order  has 
been  withdrawn  by  the  council. 

(c)  If  the  medical  officer  has  reason  to  believe  that 
milk  from  any  dairy  situate  outside  the  district  from 
which  milk  is  being  sold  or  suffered  to  be  sold  or  used 
within  the  district  is  likely  to  cause  tuberculosis  in  persons 
residing  within  the  district  the  powers  conferred  by  this 
section  may  in  all  respects  be  exercised  in  the  case  of 
such  dairy  Provided  that  the  medical  officer  or  other 
authorised  person  shall  first  have  obtained  from  a  justice 
having  jurisdiction  in  the  place  where  the  dairy  is  situate 
an  order  authorising  such  entry  and  inspection  which 
order  any  such  justice  is  hereby  empowered  to  make. 

(d)  Ever)'  dairyman  and  the  persons  in  his  employment 
shall  render  such  reasonable  assistance  to  the  medical  officer 
or  such  authorised  person  or  veterinary  surgeon  as  afore- 
said as  may  be  required  by  such  medical  officer  person  or 
veterinary  surgeon  for  all  or  any  of  the  purposes  of  this 
section  and  any  person  refusing  such  assistance  or 
obstructing  such  medical  officer  person  or  veterinary 
surgeon  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  section  shall 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five  pounds.

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PART  VI. 

HOARDINGS  AND  ADVERTISEMENTS. 

Regulation  of  hoardings  and  similar  structures. 

520.  (1)  Every  hoarding  or  similar  structure  in  or 
abutting  on  or  adjoining  any  street  shall  be  securely 
erected  and  maintained. 

(2)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  after  the  passing  of  this  Act 
to  erect  wholly  or  partly  for  advertising  purposes  any 
such  hoarding  or  similar  structure  to  a  greater  height 
than  twelve  feet  above  the  level  of  such  street  in  or 
abutting  on  or  adjoining  any  street  without  the  consent 
of  the  council  and  such  consent  may  be  given  subject  to 
such  conditions  as  to  the  submission  of  a  plan  and 
elevation  and  as  to  the  dimensions  and  maintenance  of 
such  hoarding  or  similar  structure  as  the  council  may 
determine. 

(3)  The  owner  or  other  person  using  any  hoarding  wall 
or  other  structure  for  advertising  purposes  whether  erected 
before  or  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  shall  at  all  times 
hereafter  keep  and  maintain  the  same  in  proper  and  safe 
repair  and  condition  and  if  any  paper  affixed  for  adver- 
tising purposes  to  such  hoarding  wall  or  other  structure 
falls  off  or  becomes  detached  shall  forthwith  remove  and 
clear  away  such  paper. 

(4)  Any  person  who  acts  in  contravention  of  this  section 
or  of  the  terms  and  conditions  (if  any)  of  such  consent 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five  pounds  and 
to  a  daily  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  shillings. 

(5)  Any  consent  or  condition  given  or  made  under  this 
section  may  be  under  the  hand  of  the  clerk  or  surveyor. 
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(6)  Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  refusal  of  the  council

written  notice  of  such  appeal  and  the  grounds  thereof  to 
the  clerk  and  the  court  shall  have  power  to  make  such 
order  as  the  court  may  think  fit  and  to  award  costs  such 
costs  to  be  recoverable  as  a  civil  debt. —  Kettering  48.

566.  The  council  may  with  the  consent  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  acquire  or  construct  hold  furnish 
equip  maintain  insure  and  carry  on  a  town  hall  public 
hall  assembly  rooms  and  other  public  buildings  with  all 
necessary  and  suitable  offices  committee  rooms  enter- 
tainment rooms  ante-rooms  refreshment  rooms  kitchens 
cloak  rooms  lavatories  promenades  gardens  outbuildings 
conveniences  and  appurtenances  and  may  for  the  purposes 
thereof  by  agreement  acquire  lands  and  acquire  alter 
adapt  or  otherwise  deal  with  buildings. — Lytham  i6. 

Power  to  let  public  buildings. 

557.  The  council  may  grant  or  let  with  or  without 
charge  the  use  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  public 
buildings  acquired  or  constructed  by  them  under  the 
powers  of  this  Act  for  the  purpose  of  any  public  or  other 
meetings  or  any  musical  or  other  entertainments  or  for 
other  purposes  approved  by  the  council  on  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  they  think  fit.

Power  to  let  paYilions  and  other  buildings.

particular  entertainments  or  exhibitions  or  for  meetings.  •

Power  to  provide  band  stand,  pay  or  contribute  to  pay- 
ment of  band,  enclose  area  for  playing  of  band,  and 
make  regulations  as  to  playing.

Power  to  set  apart  portions  of  recreation  grounds  for 
games  and  other  purposes  and  to  regulate  use  thereof.

terms  and  conditions  as  they  think  proper  and  the  council 
may  make  regulations  with  respect  to  the  use  and  the 
payment  for  the  use  of  such  apparatus. — Kettering  102.

Special  powers  for  council  in  regard  to  a  particular 

common. 

591.  The  council  may  from  time  to  time  exercise  the 
following  powers  in  regard  to  Acton  Green  (that  is  to  say) 
they  may — 

(a)  improve  the  Green  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  or 

desirable  for  the  purposes  of  health  recreation  and 
enjoyment : 

(b)  make  and  maintain  roads  footpaths  and  ways  : 

(c)  plant  trees  plants  and  shrubs  for  purposes  of  shelter 

or  ornament  and  fell  cut  lop  and  manage  the  same 
and  any  other  trees  plants  and  shrubs  on  the 
Green  and  make  and  maintain  so  long  as  shall  be 
necessary  temporary  enclosures  for  the  protection 
of  trees  plants  shrubs  and  turf : 

(d)  erect  shelters  and  lavatories  : 

Provided  that  in  exercising  the  powers  conferred  by 
this  section  the  council  shall  not  unduly  interfere  with 
hinder  or  prejudice  any  rights  of  common  in  or  over  Acton 
Green. — Acton  102. 

Power  to  make  byelaws  as  to  a  particular  common. 

592.  The  council  may  from  time  to  time  make  byelaws 
for  any  of  the  following  purposes  relating  to  Acton  Green 
(that  is  to  say)  : — 

(a)  For  preventing  the  injury  or  cutting  of  trees  shrubs 

brushwood  or  other  plants  : 

(b)  For  regulating  the  playing  of  games  and  athletic 

sports  and  for  setting  apart  from  time  to  time 
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certain  parts  of  Acton  Green  upon  which  persons 
may  play  games  or  hold  athletic  sports  and  for 
prohibiting  the  use  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  of 
all  or  any  parts  thereof: 

(c)  For  preventing  or  regulating  riding  and  driving  on 

Acton  Green  and  the  roads  and  footpaths  thereon  : 

(d)  For  regulating  the  use  of  lavatories  and  the  charges 

to  be  made  for  such  use. — Acton  103. 

Compensation  to  commoners  injuriously  affected  by  exer- 
cise of  powers  of  Act. 

593.  The  council  shall  pay  compensation  to  persons 
entitled  to  commonable  rights  (if  any)  who  shall  be 
injuriously  affected  by  the  exercise  of  any  of  the  powers 
conferred  upon  the  council  under  the  provisions  of  this 
part  of  this  Act  or  under  any  byelaws  made  thereunder 
and  such  compensation  shall  be  settled  by  two  justices  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Acts 
as  in  the  case  of  claims  for  compensation  under  section 
twenty-two  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845. 
— Acton  104. 

Power  to  stop  up  a  footpath  across  a  particular  recrea- 
tion ground. 

594.  The  council  may  stop  and  discontinue  so  much  of 
the  public  footpath  leading  from  Kettering  to  Weekley 
Hall  Wood  as  is  situate  on  the  pleasure  ground  near 
Rockingham  Road  of  which  the  council  are  owners  in 
possession  and  upon  the  stopping  up  and  discontinuance 
of  such  footpath  the  site  and  soil  thereof  shall  be  by  this 
Act  vested  in  the  council  free  from  all  public  rights  of  way 
or  passage  in  over  and  affecting  the  same. — Kettering  96. 

Licensing  of  pleasure  boats. 

595.  (i)  The  council  may  grant  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  they  may  think  fit  licences  for  pleasure  boats 
and  pleasure  vessels  to  be  let  for  hire  or  to  be  used  for 
carrying  passengers  for  hire  and  to  the  boatmen  or  persons 
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assisting  in  the  charge  or  navigation  of  such  boats  and 
vessels  and  may  charge  for  every  such  Hcence  for  a  boat  a 
fee  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  five  shillings  and  for  a  boatman 
a  fee  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  shilling ; 

(2)  Any  such  licence  may  be  granted  for  such  period  as 
the  council  may  think  fit  and  may  be  suspended  or  revoked 
or  endorsed  by  the  council  whenever  they  shall  deem  such 
suspension  or  revocation  or  endorsement  to  be  necessary 
or  desirable  in  the  interests  of  the  pubHc  Provided  that 
the  existence  of  the  power  to  suspend  revoke  or  endorse 
the  licence  shall  be  plainly  set  forth  in  the  licence  itself; 

(3)  No  person  shall  let  for  hire  any  pleasure  boat  or 
pleasure  vessel  not  so  licensed  nor  shall  any  person  carry 
or  permit  to  be  carried  passengers  for  hire  in  any  pleasure 
boat  or  vessel  not  so  licensed  ; 

(4)  No  person  shall  act  as  boatman  or  assist  in  the 
charge  or  navigation  of  any  pleasure  boat  or  pleasure 
vessel  when  let  for  hire  or  when  carrying  passengers  for 
hire  who  is  not  licensed  by  the  council  as  aforesaid  ; 

(5)  A  Hcence  under  this  section  shall  not  be  required 
for  any  boat  or  vessel  duly  licensed  by  or  under  any  regu- 
lations of  the  Board  of  Trade  or  for  any  boatman  or 
person  assisting  in  the  charge  or  navigation  of  such  boat 
or  vessel ; 

(6)  No  person  shall  carry  or  permit  to  be  carried  in  any 
pleasure  boat  or  pleasure  vessel  a  greater  number  of 
passengers  for  hire  than  shall  be  specified  in  the  licence 
applying  to  such  boat  or  vessel  and  every  owner  of  any. 
such  boat  or  vessel  shall  before  permitting  the  same  to  be 
used  for  carrying  passengers  for  hire  paint  or  cause  to  be 
painted  on  a  conspicuous  part  of  the  said  boat  or  vessel 
the  number  of  persons  which  it  is  licensed  to  carry  ; 

(7)  Every  person  who  shall  act  in  contravention  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  for  each  offence  be  liable 
on  summary  conviction  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  two 
pounds ; 
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(8)  Any  person  deeming  himself  aggrieved  by  the 
granting  withholding  suspension  revocation  or  endorse- 
ment of  any  licence  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
may  appeal  to  the  petty  sessional  court  held  for  the 
district  after  the  expiration  of  two  clear  days  after  such 
grant  withholding  suspension  revocation  or  endorsement 
Provided  that  the  person  so  aggrieved  shall  give  twenty- 
four  hours'  written  notice  of  such  appeal  and  the  ground 
thereof  to  the  clerk  and  the  court  shall  have  power  to 
make  such  order  as  they  see  fit  and  to  award  costs  to  the 
successful  party  such  costs  to  be  recoverable  summarily  as 
a  civil  debt. — Lytham  24.

{3)  For  regulating  the  hours  during  which  bathing  may 
take  place  from  public  bathing  places  on  the  sea- 
shore and  for  prohibiting  the  use  of  such  places 
except  during  the  hours  so  fixed  ;  and 

(4)  For  prescribing  the  use  of  decent  and  sufficient 
bathing  garments. — Lytham  21 ;  Filey  20. 

Power  to  make  byelaws  as  to  use  of  promenades. 

600.  The  council  may  for  the  prevention  of  danger 
obstruction  or  annoyance  to  persons  using  the  promenades 
make  byelaws  prescribing  the  nature  of  the  traffic  for 
which  they  may  be  used  regulating  the  selling  and  hawking 
of  any  article  commodity  or  thing  thereon  and  for  the 
preservation  of  order  and  good  conduct  among  the  persons 
frequenting  the  same. — Birkdale  4. 

Power  to  make  byelaws  as  to  use  of  seashore. 

601.  The  council  may  from  time  to  time  for  the  pre- 
vention of  danger  obstruction  nuisance  or  annoyance  to 
persons  using  the  seashore  or  beach  make  and  enforce 
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byelaws  for  all  or  any  of  the  following  purposes  (that  is 
to  say) : — 

For  regulating  the  erection  or  placing  on  the  seashore 
and  seawalls  or  the  roads  and  footways  thereon  or  any 
part  or  parts  thereof  (all  of  which  places  are  in  this  section 
included  in  the  words  "the  seashore")  of  any  booths 
tents  sheds  stands  and  stalls  (whether  fixed  or  movable)  or 
vehicles  for  the  sale  or  exposure  for  sale  of  any  article  or 
thing  or  any  shows  or  exhibitions  performances  swings 
roundabouts  or  other  erections  vans  photographic  carts  or 
other  vehicles  whether  drawn  or  propelled  by  animals  or 
persons  or  otherwise  and  the  playing  of  any  games  on  the 
seashore  and  generally  for  regulating  the  user  for  such 
purposes  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  such  byelaws  of  the 
seashore  or  any  part  thereof ; 

For  regulating  the  selling  and  hawking  of  any  article 
commodity  or  thing  on  the  seashore  or  beach  ; 

For  regulating  the  user  of  the  seashore  or  any  part 
thereof  for  riding  and  driving  ; 

For  the  preservation  of  order  and  good  conduct  among 
persons  frequenting  the  seashore  and  beach  ; 

For  preventing  nuisances  and  obstructions  on  the 
seashore  and  beach. — Lytham  ig. 

602.  The  council  may  make  and  enforce  byelaws  for 
the  prevention  of  danger  obstruction  nuisance  or  annoy- 
ance to  persons  using  the  seashore  and  the  seawall  and 
esplanade  adjoining  thereto  and  in  particular  may  by  such 
byelaws  : — 

(i)  Regulate  the  erection  or  placing  on  the  seashore  or 
on  such  part  or  parts  thereof  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  such  byelaws  of  any  booths  tents  sheds  stands 
and  stalls  (whether  fixed  or  movable)  or  vehicles 
for  the  sale  or  exposure  of  any  article  or  thing  or 
any  shows  exhibitions  performances  swings  round- 
abouts or  other  erections  vans  photographic  carts 
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or  other  vehicles  whether  drawn  or  propelled  by 
animals  or  persons  and  the  playing  of  any  games 
on  the  seashore  and  generally  regulate  the  user  of 
the  seashore  for  such  purposes  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  such  byelaws ; 

(2)  Regulate  the  selling  and  hawking  of  any  article 

commodity  or  thing  on  the  seashore  ; 

(3)  Regulate  the  user  of  the  seashore  for  riding  and 

driving  ; 

(4)  Provide  for  the  preservation  of  order  and  good 
conduct  among  persons  frequenting  the  seashore 
and  the  seawall  and  esplanade  adjoining  thereto. 
— Filey  ig. 

Penalty  for  removing  material  from  seashore. 

603.  Any  person  who  at  any  time  digs  carries  away  or 
removes  any  sand  gravel  shingle  rock  soil  or  other 
material  from  the  seashore  within  a  distance  of  sixty  feet 
from  the  foot  of  the  sea  wall  shall  for  every  such  offence 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  pounds. — 
Lythani  20.

MARKETS,  FAIRS,  AND  SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

Power  to  grant  licences  for  holding  of  cattle  markets. 

614.  The  council  may  from  time  to  time  grant  licences 
for  the  holding  of  markets  for  selling  cattle  elsewhere 
within  the  district  than  in  the  markets  of  the  council 
Provided  that  no  licence  under  this  section  shall  confer  any 
exclusive  right  upon  the  licensee. — Kettering  137. 

Forfeiture  of  articles  left  in  markets. 

615.  Every  animal  or  article  brought  into  any  market 
and  left  therein  after  the  hour  of  closing  (except  such  as 
may  be  left  in  charge  of  the  superintendent  or  inspector  of 
the  market)  may  be  taken  possession  of  by  the  superin- 
tendent or  inspector  In  the  case  of  any  animal  or  non- 
perishable  article  so  left  if  it  be  not  claimed  within  one 
week  the  council  may  proceed  to  sell  the  same  and  they 
shall  return  to  the  owner  on  demand  the  surplus  proceeds 
of  such  sale  after  deducting  any  unpaid  stallage  rent  or  toll 
due  in  respect  thereof  together  with  the  expenses  of  deten- 
tion and  sale  In  the  case  of  any  article  of  a  perishable 
nature  so  left  if  it  be  not  claimed  within  twelve  hours  the 
council  may  proceed  to  sell  the  same  and  they  shall  return 
to  the  owner  on  demand  the  surplus  proceeds  of  such  sale 
after  deducting  any  unpaid  stallage  rent  or  toll  due  in 
respect  of  the  same  together  with  the  expenses  of  detention 
and  sale  If  in  any  such  case  as  hereinbefore  mentioned 
no  demand  shall  be  made  by  an  owner  within  one  month 
of  a  sale  for  the  return  of  any  surplus  arising  from  a  sale 
the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  council. 
— Radclijfe  50. 
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Power  to  take  possession  of  stalls  for  non-payment 

of  rent. 

616.  If  any  tenant  shall  not  after  any  toll  rent  or  charge 
has  become  due  and  payable  to  the  council  in  respect  of 
any  stall  booth  stand  pen  or  shed  in  any  market  fair  or 
slaughter-house  and  after  demand  has  subsequently  been 
made  therefor  pay  the  same  within  three  days  of  the 
demand  the  council  may  enter  upon  and  take  possession 
of  any  such  stall  booth  stand  pen  or  shed  and  re-let  the 
same  without  prejudice  to  any  other  remedy  for  the 
recovery  of  such  toll  rent  or  charge. — Radcliffe  51. 

Removal  and  exclusion  from  market  of  animals  suspected 
of  tubercular  disease. 

617.  The  market  keeper  any  officer  of  the  market  the 
inspector  of  nuisances  or  any  constable  may  remove  and 
exclude  from  the  cattle  market  of  the  council  all  animals 
which  after  inspection  by  a  duly  registered  veterinary 
surgeon  shall  be  suspected  by  him  to  be  affected  with 
tubercular  disease. — Kettering  138. 

Removal  and  exclusion  from  market  of  animals  unfit  for 

food. 

618.  The  market  keeper  any  officer  of  the  market  the 
inspector  of  nuisances  or  any  constable  may  remove  and 
exclude  from  the  cattle  market  of  the  council  a.ny  old 
emaciated  or  diseased  animal  which  in  the  opinion  of  a 
duly  registered  veterinary  surgeon  is  unfit  for  human 
food, — Kettering  139. 

Provision  of  public  slaughter-houses  and  prohibition  of 
private  slaughtering  thereafter. 

619.  (i)  At  any  time  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  the 
council  may — 

(a)  Acquire  by  agreement  any  premises  within  the 
district  used  for  the  purpose  of  slaughtering  cattle 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  a  "  slaughter-house ") 
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and  the  interest  or  interests  of  any  owner  lessee 
and  occupier  of  such  premises  : 

(b)  Agree  with  the  owner  lessee  and  occupier  of  any 
slaughter-house  for  the  abolition  of  slaughtering 
therein  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be 
arranged  between  the  parties. 

(2)  At  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  three  years  from 
the  passing  of  this  Act  and  after  the  council  have  provided 
adequate  slaughter-houses  in  convenient  positions  (to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Local  Government  Board)  and  after  the 
expiration  of  six  calendar  months  from  the  date  of  publi- 
cation by  the  council  in  two  local  newspapers  circulating 
in  the  district  of  notice  to  that  effect  no  person  shall 
slaughter  in  the  way  of  trade  any  cattle  within  the  district 
except  in  slaughter-houses  provided  by  the  council  but 
this  shall  not  apply  to  the  slaughtering  on  premises  by  the 
owner  lessee  or  occupier  thereof  of  any  cattle  belonging  to 
him  and  not  slaughtered  for  the  purpose  of  trade  or  by  a 
farmer  or  agricultural  occupier  on  his  own  premises  If 
any  person  acts  in  contravention  of  this  section  he  shall 
be  liable  for  each  offence  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five 
pounds. 

(3)  The  council  shall  pay  compensation  to  the  owner 
lessee  and  occupier  of  every  slaughter-house  who  may  be 
injuriously  affected  by  the  exercise  of  the  above  powers 
and  the  amount  of  such  compensation  shall  in  case  of 
difference  be  settled  as  cases  of  disputed  compensation  are 
settled  under  the  Lands  Clauses  Acts  and  the  provisions 
of  those  Acts  shall  apply  accordingly, 

(4)  The  fees  and  charges  to  be  demanded  and  received 
by  the  council  in  respect  of  the  use  of  any  slaughter-house 
provided  by  them  or  of  any  convenience  connected  there- 
with shall  be  regulated  by  byelaws  to  be  approved  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  and  the  council  may  make  bye- 
laws  accordingly    Provided  that  the  council  shall  have 
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power  to  charge  for  any  slaughter-house  let  at  a  weekly 
monthly  or  other  rent  such  sum  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  council  and  the  renters. 

(5)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  interfere  with  the 
operation  or  effect  of  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act  1894  or 
of  any  order  or  licence  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  made  or  granted  thereunder. — Acton  117.

FIRE  BRIGADE. 

Control  of  operations  of  fire  brigade  and  regulation  of 
street  traflBc  at  fires. 

620.  (i)  The  captain  or  superintendent  of  the  fire 
brigade  of  the  council  or  other  officer  of  such  fire  brigade 
for  the  time  being  in  charge  of  the  engine  or  other 
apparatus  for  extinguishing  fires  attending  at  any  fire 
within  the  district  shall  from  the  time  of  his  arrival  and 
during  his  presence  thereat  have  the  sole  charge  and 
control  of  all  operations  for  the  putting  out  of  such  fire 
whether  by  the  council  or  any  other  fire  brigade  including 
the  fixing  of  the  positions  of  fire  engines  and  apparatus 
the  attaching  of  hose  to  any  water  pipes  or  water  supply 
and  the  selection  of  the  parts  of  the  building  on  fire  or  of 
adjoining  buildings  against  which  the  water  is  to  be 
directed. 

(2)  The  officer  in  charge  of  the  police  at  any  fire  in  the 
district  shall  have  power  to  stop  or  regulate  the  traffic  in 
any  street  whenever  in  his  opinion  it  is  necessary  or  de- 
sirable to  stop  or  regulate  such  traffic  for  the  purpose  of 
extinguishing  the  fire  or  for  the  safety  or  protection  of 
life  or  property  and  any  person  who  wilfully  disobeys  any 
order  given  by  such  officer  in  pursuance  of  this  section 
shall  be  hable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five  pounds. — 
Kettering  112  ;  Skipton  128  ;  Filey  60.

624.  The  officer  in  charge  of  the  police  at  any  fire  in 
the  district  shall  have  power  to  stop  or  regulate  the  traffic 
in  any  street  whenever  in  his  opinion  it  is  necessary  or 
desirable  to  stop  or  regulate  such  traffic  for  the  purpose  of 
extinguishing  the  fire  or  for  the  safety  or  protection  of  life 
or  property  and  any  person  who  wilfully  disobeys  any 
order  given  by  such  officer  in  pursuance  of  this  section 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five  pounds. —

Power  for  police  and  fire  brigade  to  enter  and  deal 
with  private  premises  in  case  of  fire. 

625.  Any  police  constable  acting  under  the  orders  of 
his  superior  officer  and  any  member  of  the  fire  brigade  of 
the  council  being  on  duty  and  any  officer  of  the  council 
may  enter  and  if  necessary  break  into  any  building  in  the 
district  being  or  reasonably  supposed  to  be  on  fire  or  any 
building  or  land  adjoining  or  near  thereto  without  the 
consent  of  the  owner  or  occupier  thereof  respectively  and 
may  do  all  such  acts  and  things  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  for  extinguishing  fire  in  any  such  building  or 
for  protecting  the  same  or  rescuing  any  person  or  property 
therein  from  fire. — Kettering  111;  Acton  113  ;  Skipton  127  ; 
Selhy  160  ;  Filey  59. 
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626.  The  same  as  Kettering  iii  except  that  the 
words  "  superintendent  or  inspector"  are  substituted  for 
"superior  officer,"  the  words  "buildings  or  lands"  are

Agreements  with  local  authorities  for  common  use  of 

fire  appliances. 

627.  The  council  and  the  local  authority  of  any  other 
borough  or  urban  district  may  enter  into  and  carry  into 
effect  agreements  for  the  common  use  of  any  fire-engines 
with  their  appurtenances  and  firemen  belonging  to  the 
council  or  such  local  authority  or  for  the  mutual  assist- 
ance in  case  of  hre.— Kettering  113. 

628.  The  same  as  Kettering  113  except  that  the  words 
"borough  urban  or  rural  district"  are  substituted  for
